Columbus, Oct. 23.—According to 
the federal census bureau, more than 
1.000 persons were killed in Ohio by 
automobiles during the year 1923. The 
gasoline machires are shown to have 
been three times as fatal as typhoid 
fever and 180 times as fatal as small­ 
pox. 
However, auto accidents were 
only one-fifth as fatal to Buckeyes as 
tuberculosis and cancer. 
Autos killed 1,078 persons In Ohio 
last year, the census bureau has just 
announced, an increase of such fatali­ 
ties from 818 in 1921?. Compared wi ll 
the 1.078 auto accident deaths in Ohio 
in 1923, records show typhoid caused

Practical Baby Dress 
Any Mother Can M?ke 
For an every-day dress for the j»r 
walking period in baby’s life, the fol 
lowing pattern is recommended by i 
correspondent as being easily macle 
convenient and quickly laundered: 
Take a piece of crepe or Other mu. 
ferial, twice as long as the height o 
the baby, and as wide as the distance 
from one outstretched hand to the 
other. 
Fold 
twice, 
lengthwise ar* 
crosswise. 
Next cut out the neck an 
curve the outer seams in from til 
short kimono sleeves and out again t* 
the bottom of the skirt. 
The stitching is hest done in th * 
following order: 
(I) Hem edges of sleeves; (2) Join 
underarm seams to bottom of dress: 
(3) cut an opening from top to bottom. 
in center of back ; (4) hem each sld*‘ 
of this opening; (5) hem bottom of 
dress; (6) take a piece of tape about 
24 Inches long. 
Leaving un equal 
length free at each end, bind the neck 
with the center section. 
This dress being open at the back 
may be placed on the baby without the 
necessity of lifting him up or insert­ 
ing his head through anything, since 
it merely ties at the bark of the neck. 
Moreover, since the baby does not lie 
on the dress, it will remain fresh much 
longer. 
Little flowers may be embroidered 
at neck and sleeves if desired. 
A mother, using a sewing machine, 
can cut und make one of these dresses 
In about half an hour.
